The Elba City Council met Tuesday 
night with all members present. Little 
action was required by councilmen, with 
most of the activity centering around 
Status reports. Council approved on a 
yote of 3-2 an amended motion to raise 
firemen’s pay $1.00 per fire and drill, 
The only other subjects requiring votes 
were a motion to give a second option to 
a developer, a motion to postpone any 
action on parking meters, and a motion 
to adjourn. 


‘A motion by D.M. English to 
postpone a request for a $1.50 per fire 
increase for firemen until June was 
made and seconded by J.W. Sharpless. 
Cleo Hawkins amended the motion to 
give $1.00 as of April 1, and consider 
the other in June. This was seconded 
by Charles Kennett. The amendment 
and the amended motion carried 3-2 
with Jimmy Wise voting with the 
amendment, after stating he would 
have rather voted on the entire raise 
immediately, Request for the raise had

The Council approved a second 
option on city-owned property known as 
Tucker Street land. Fred Bennett 
requested the land for construction of 
rental housing for the elderly and 
handicapped.

*‘Miss’’ Ethel is a pleas- 
ant-spoken person with a 
gentle-looking face and atti- 
tude; one senses that she is a 
patient, calm person, and 
during her span of years, has 
seen and gone through, her 
share of trials, tribulations 
and good times. 


In size and appearance, 
Miss Ethel is fairly big in 
proportion, with snowy white 
hair and a pretty, clear 
complexion with an almost 
unlined face. The day we 
visited her, she was wearing 
a sunshiney-yellow gown 
with a bit of lace at the throat 
and looked ‘‘as pretty and 
fresh as a daisy’’! 


Miss Ethel was born 
around the turn of the 
century, April 3, 1901, so we 
can see that she is just about 
to celebrate a birthday - her 
79th, to be exact. She was 
born in Louisiana, where her 
father had gone to find work 
after leaving Coffee County. 
The Pinckard family remain- 
ed in Louisiana until Miss 
Ethel was approximately 4-5 
years old. Mr. and Mrs. 
Pinckard became homesick 
for their relatives and friends 
whom they had left behind in 
Coffee County, so they re- 
turned. to this area, to the 
vicinity of Zion Chapel. 


Her parents were Frank

Odie, now deceased, but was 
a resident of Lake Wales, 
Florida, at the time of his

Mr. Grover, according to 
him, lives ‘‘on the short cut 
between Elba and -- 
County Road 30."’ e is 
married to the former Bessie 
Smith of Elba, whose parents 
are Jessie and Mamie Belle 
Smith. Mr. Grover is 
employed at Dorsey’s and 
also farms; and Mfrs. 
Fillingim is a homemaker. 


Mr. and Mrs. Fillingim 
(Grover) are the parents of 
three children: Len, who 
died when he was one year 
old; a son, Hayward; and a 
daughter, Sara Jean. 


Another subject which 
brought a twinkle to Miss 
Ethel’s eye almost as large 
as the one that appeared 
when she was speaking of 
her family, was the subject of 
FISHING! Said she, ‘‘I could 
work in the yards AFTER 
sundown -- and I HAD to go 
fishing while the sun was 
shining!’’ She laughed and 
recalled that, ‘‘Euell didn’t 
like fishing -- he didn’t like to 
handle the worms and bait 
and hook; but, he didn’t 
mind my going and he liked 
to eat the fish I caught!’’

She is also 
partial to fried chicken; other 
than those two favorite 
foods, she said, ‘I'm not a 
real particular eater.”’

Her roommate is a sweet 
lady by the name of Mrs, 
Jettie Boothe. 


Miss Ethel lived in a 
trailer for about three years 
next door to her son, before 
coming to the nursing home, 
approximately two weeks ago 
after sustaining some broken 
bones in a fall.

We are no doubt living in 
a time when one wonders if 
there is such a thing as 
having friends. When I speak 
of friends, I refer to those 
who stand with you through 
all your trials and tribula- 
tions. One has many friends 
as long as he is able to do 
favors, but if he becomes 
disable to do these favors, 
what then? Solomon said, ‘A 
friend loveth at all times."’ 
(Prob. 17:17). Like the 
mother, she loves her 
children through all their 
mischief, wrong, and should 
they ever fall into anything 
that would bring shame upon 
them, she goes right on 
loving and reassuring them 
of her love. 

In (Ecl. 4:9-10), we hear 
how friendship becomes
